I have the honor to subjoin the copy of a Resolution of the two Houses of 
Congress, passed the 26th April, 1816, requiring the Secretary of State to “com 
pile and print, once in every two years, a Register of all officers and agents, civil, 
military, and naval, in the service of the United States,” made up to the last day 
of September of each year in which a new Congress is to assemble; to which is 
added the copy of another Resolution “respecting the Biennial Register,” approved 
on the 14th July, 1832, requiring, in addition to the matter heretofore contained 
in the Biennial Register, published by direction of the one first mentioned, a state- 
ment of various other particulars therein described. 

To enable this Department to fulfil the views of Congress, the co-operation 
of the other Departments is necessary, as well as that of the Clerks of the 
Supreme and other Courts of the United States, and of the Direction of the Bank 
of the United States. 

I have the honor, therefore, to request, that you will supply the information 
expected from you, towards a compliance with those Resolutions, at as early a 
period after the 30th September next as may be practicable.

year in which a new Coneress is to assemble, be compiled and printed under the direction of the Secretary 
for the Department of State. And, to enable him to form such Register, he, for his own Department, and 
the Heads of the other Departments, respectively, shall, in due time, cause such lists as aieventids of all 
officers and agents, in their respective Departments, including clerks, cadets, and midshipmen, to be made 
and lodged in the Office of the Department of State. And the said lists shall exhibit the amount of com- 
pensation, pay, and emoluments, allowed to each officer, agent, clerk, cadet, and midshipman, the State 
or country in which he was born, and where employed. 

2. Resolved, That the Secretary of the Nay subjoin to the list of the persons employed in his De- 
partment, the names, force, and condition, of all the ships and vessels belonging to the United States, and 
when and where built. 

S. Resolved, That five hundred copies of the said Rister, be printed; and that on the first Monday 
in January, in each roe when a new Congress shall be assembled, there be delivered to the President, the 
Vice President, each Head of a Department, each member of the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States, one copy of such Register; and to the Secretary of the Senate, and Clerk of the House

Gen. Santa Cruz, with his officers, was at Guaya- 
quil 21st May, where they arrive from Is'y, in Her 
Britannic Majesty’s sloop Samarang, a month be- 
fore. 

Generals Gornano and La Frueta were in posses- 
sion of Peru, and had called a congress to meet in 
May, for the election of a president. The Chilian 
troops were mostly in the neighborhood of Lima, wait- 
ing for Pay.

Later prom Banta AND Pernampuco.—By an arrival 
at Philadelphia, the Baltimore papers have been fur- 
nished with dates from Bahia to May 20th, and Per- 
nambuco te June 12th. The stock of flour at Bahia 
was estimated at 10,000 barrels—the greater part Eu- 
ropean. At Pernambuco an offer of 1911000 was made | 
for a cargo, but it was refused, and the vessel sailed for 
Bahia in hepes of getting more. The duty on flour 
had been considerably increased in all the Brazilian 
ports, of which we previously received intelligence 
from Rio de Janeiro. Twenty per cent on the real 
value, to be fixed by government officers, is now exact- 
ed on American flour, so that when the article is val- 
ued at 20/1090, the duty will be 411000, instead of 2/1400 
as formerly. It was supposed that the increased duty 
would cause a diminution in the consumption, and 
thus defeat the object of the government, which is 
merely to obtain an increase of revenue.

Encuisu Liveratuae is net quite so prolific as usual, 
Few works ofa high character have of late been is- 
sued, though some are forthcoming which, from the 
reputation of their authors, will deubtless command 
extensive popularity. Among other new publications, 
are the concluding volumes of lady C. Bury’s “Diary 
of the Times of George the Fourth,” that spawn of 
hoary scandal and malignity, the first part of which 


‘ofcourse diminishes the consumption. In the mean 
while a new crop is being gathered and exported, the 
quantity in the market becomes greater than the sup- 
ply, and prices decline to a ruinous extent. It is far 
better, we think, to leave the regulation of the value 
of cotton to the natural laws of trade. Expedients— 
especially monopolies of any and every kind—are 
generally partial in their operation—almost invariably 
injurious. The great principle of uniformity between 

supply and demand, seems the only safe regulating 
power in the cotton trade. 

Even if the proposed remedy were both practicable 
and efficient, itis not, we held, in the interests of 
Louisiana to resort to it. We can raise cotton in thie 
state cheaper, and can afford to sell it at a lower rate 
than in Georgia aad Carolina. Hence we should re- 
frain from uniting with other states, for the purpose of 
maintaining high prices. ft is the interest of Louisi- 
ana to keep prices at a rate which will enable her to 
continue in the trade without loss, but whieh will have 
an opposite effect upon the other cotton growing 
states. Be 

The circulation must be inereased to carry into ex- 
ecution the project of the banks. How is it to be in- 

creased? sthe emission of post notes. "Po this our 
correspondent is justly opposed. But his alternative, 
the creation of more banks, appears to’ us just us ob- 
jectionable. The banking capital of the country is 
already sufficient, and such are the embarrassments 
and difficulties in which these institutions have been 
placed, through the late commercial convulsions, that 
they are very generally compelled to restrict their is- 
sues within the narrowest possible limits. A batch of 
new banks would not augment the capital, though ‘it 
would add to the quantity of bank paper. Whether 
an expanded cireulation reposing on so unstable a 
basis would materially promote commercial pros- 
perity, is a subject of very considerable doubt. 

Our correspondent complains of the insecurity of 
bills drawn on Europe against cotton shipments, in 
conformity with the past and present system. Whence 
arises this insecurity? It is, as we conceive, from the 
artificial monied system now prevalent in the United 
States, as compared with the solidity of that of Europe, 
and the consequent artificially high prices command- 
ed by cotton here, upon which prices the draughts 
against the same are predicated.

To the Editors of the New-Orleans Bee :— 
In your paper of yesterday, you take occasien to ex- 
press in general terms, your decided objection to the 
principles contained in the cotton circular, issued by a 
meeting of southern gentlemen at New York on ibe 
15th July last. It strikes me that you have somewhat 
misapprehended those principhs. The eircular, it ap- 
pears to me, expressly disclaims any intention to‘invile 
combination for purely speculative purposes. Its aim 
and tendency is, | conceive, rathercalculated te dimin- 
ish speculation, and to do away with tlre almost uni- 
versal custom, for years past, amongst cotton buyers 
in America, of purchasing cotton in our markets en- 
tirely upon European credits; whereby, if 1000 bales 
cotton sent to Europe, cost $6000, bills are drawn on 
Europe for the full cost. Such is the custom, with 
rare exceptions. Nearly every commercial man has 
felt its pernicious consequences; and in social meetings 
it has been fully discussed of late in this city, and in 
my presence condemned withextraordinary unanimity. 
When public opinion so unanimously sk zes upon a 
question of this kind, the time has arrived when acor- 
rective must be applied. How to apply it, may be at- 
tended with less concert of opinion. 
Most merchants agree, that if we can avoid drawing 


for more than half the cost of cotton shipments, the 
evil complained of will be removed. ‘The consignee 
in Europe, if the interests of his principal require «im 
to hold, would thus be enabled, with comparative ease, 
to raise at nearly all times, one half the value of a bale 
of cotton, upon which he has under the existing me- 
thod, and under like circumstances, to raise the full 


value of it, 
‘The bills predicated of this half value, would, I may 
say, in no iastance incur protest, and thereby the ex- 


changes between the two countries would never un- 
dergo that sudden and fatal revulsion that they did in 
*37, and former years. The bills for the advance of 
halfcost, being made undoubtedly safe, the subsequent 


draughts against the same shipments would be based 
upon sales advised, and so insure their punctual pay- 
ment. We should be longer in controlling the full 
avails of our exports, but we should never be exposed 
to miscalculate their value. 

The attainment of the nearest possible perfect safety 
in bills of exchange, is obviously to every man, of the 
highest moment to the United States, in a national 
point of view. The want of it has, at times, carried ru 
io into numerous} branches of American industry, no 
a directly connected with the foreign trade; and if | 
had leisure to follow up this member of the question, | 
might, I presume, show that seme of the most wide- 
spread disasters in the finances of this country, can be 
attributed to the general insecurity of an American 
cotton bill of exchange on Europe.” No man can buy 
a bill of this kind, with confidence that it will be paid. 

To crush this hydra-headed evil, what docs the New 
York cotton eireular suggest? That shippers of cotton 
to Europe should be allowed by our banking institu- 
tions to borrow upon local security, instead of borrow- 
ing upon foreign security as they now do, for it is well 
known that a large amount of bills are purchased by 
our banks, drawn by individuals, of no substance at all. 

An issue of post notes is recommended—it is a tile 
means. Ido not hesitate to condemn it. ‘'T’'o corre 
a Ialse system of credit, let us not bring 1m opposition a 
system equally false. If there are so many other and 
superior Claimants for our bank capital (its bona fide 
capital—notes payable in specie) that cotton dealers 
cannot borrow upon local security, create banks then 
for the protection exclusively of this interest. It is im- 
portant <a to deserve protection, and such a 
scheme would, I imagine, enlist the favor of every 
southern legislature.

1839; besides another entry had been so altered and 
mutilated, as for it to be impossible, without the aid ot 
other facts, to decypher it, and placed on the succeed- 
ing leaf as a true. copy of the original entry, which was

The motives which led to this depredation on a book 
of record, and of original entry ina great national in- 
stitution, did not appear to have been with any view 
of fraud on the dealers with the mint; but to aid in a 
controversy which*had arisen between Mr. Maxwell 
and the clerk, as to what had become of $200 received 
from Mr. Damian Casas, This affair engrossed a 
large portion of the time occupied in the investigation 
and was not only full of important and sorrewful in-
